tegrated education that is qualitatively 
better than that of most four-year 
colleges."

gift of polled spring hyacinth — 
not only for your own family, 
but for treasured friends or 
colleagues. All you have to do is 
follow a technique known as 
forcing and lend nature a hand 
in bringing hyacinth bulbs to 
bloom indoors The key. is tim- 
ing — the bulbs must be planted 
now in the fall to bud at Christ- 
mas 


First, select top quality bulbs: 


large, firm, clean and free from 
scars 


Select plain containers that 


you can decorate with a festive 
Christmas flourish — a simple 
pot ot clay, plastic or ceramic 
can be attractively decorated 
when you apply your own good 
imagination and design sense 
^with paint and paper- Be sure 
the container has a drainage 
hole, and it must be twice as 
deep' as the bulbs for roots to 
develop. 


Light soil is best for potting. 


Combine equal parts of garden 
or potting soil, peat and sand, or 
vcrmicuhtc. 
\ 


Now, cover the drainage hole 


with pieces of broken clay or 
stones and fill the pot half-way 
with the soil mixture 


Place as many hyacinths 


bulbs, in the pot as you can for 
an elegant growth of blooms. 
The bulbs should be set close 
together but not touching, about 
one-half inch below the con- 
tainer's rim. Or if you want a 
change of pace, select one four 
or five-inch diameter bulb and 
plant one to a pot — so you can 
have many individual pots to set 
in different rooms for testivo 
touches of color. 


Once you've placed the bulbs 


in the pot, fill with soil and 
water well. 
, 


At this point, you're ready to 


give the bulbs the "cold treat' 
mcnt," creating an artificial 
winter to help force them into 
bloom. Bulbs should be stored 
for approximately 12 weeks in a 
cool, dark place 35 to 50 
degrees. A cellar, garage or 
outdoor shed is fine. Or apart- 
ment dwellers can use a covered 
box1 on-a window sill or a cold 


closet or even the refrigerator. 
Pots rooted indoors must be 
kept in complete darkness and 
watered thoroughly. If you have 
an outdoor garden, place the 
pots in a pit — deep enough for 
containers, a covering of three 
inches of sund and six inches of 
soil. Cover the bed with hay, 
striiw, leaves or other mulch at 
the first' sign 
ol 
freezing 


weather. 


After about 12 weeks ot this 


"cold treatment" you're ready 
to bring the bulbs indoors. 
Bulbs ready to t>c transferred 
will have shoots about two 
inches high and you should be 
able to see the roots through the 
drainage hole. 
- Bring the pots indoors and 
place them in a cool area and 
water until moist to the touch 


When you sec leaves and buds 


appear, move the pots to a 
warmer area with a tempera- 
ture of about 85 to 70 degrees 
and continue to water 


Throughout all of these steps, 


three points are especially Im- 
portant 


— Water the bulbs i cgularly 
— Be sure the containers are 


well drained 


— Do not try to force the bulbs 


into llower before 12 weeks ol 
cooling

"off" position before unplug- 
ging it. Hcmembcr that the 


proper way to disconnect an 
electrical appliance Is to grasp 
tire plug — do not yank the cord 


— Keep the cord away from 


hot surfaces: Excessive heat can 
damage the cord's Insulation 
You should allow the iron to cool 
before storing it away When 
staling, the cord should'be 
loosely wrapped around the 
iron.

ALBION DOWNS STATION, 


Western'Australia (AP) -You 
can drive for 90 miles through 
the dust and scrub of this 
remote sheep ranch and never 
leave 
the 
Howard 
family 


property. There are few visi- 
tors, no television, mail once a 
week and. 180 miles of dirt road 
between here and the next 
major town. 


This is the Australian out- 


back, the bush, the back o' 
beyond. Albion Downs is one of 
hundreds of stations that dot its 
broad expanses, 
often well 


isolated from one another. 


Twenty-one-year-old Glcnda 


Howard runs this place with her 
husband John, her father-in- 
law, 68, and sometimes a few 
Aboriginal hands. No country 
bumpkin, she has a university 
education and was a Rotary 
exchange student in 1972 in 
Scqu'irn, Wash. 


But now, she says, she could 


live forever among the wind- 
mills and sheep and bounding 
kangaroos of Albion Downs. 


"It's not as lonely here as you 


think," Glenda told visitors who 
arrived with the Uoyal Flying 
Doctor Service on a medical call 
to the station. 


"It's amazing what kind of 


social life you make for your- 


self, because people have-to 
work at it. 
1 "We have tennis, films we 
hire from Perth, and seven days 
of newspaper to road every 
Friday. We get 16 the city about 
once in six months. You can go 
for weeks without seeing a 
single person, but then visitors 
come, too." 


These are not good times at 


Ablipn Downs, said Glcnda, in 
pigtails, a checked shirt and 
jeans. There used to be 20,000 
sheep on the place, but a five- 
year drought and falling wool 
prices have reduced the flock to 
about 9,000 now. Supplies from 
the city are getting morel ex- 
pensive. 


"Still, it's stimulating living 


here," Glenda said. "1 have to 
help with the sheep and fencing, 
and to keep cooking for men 
who cat tons. Dad has to spend 
two days a week shooting dingos 
(wild dogs) to keep them away 
from the sheep, so John and I 
have a lot of Ihc station work to 
ourselves." 


They do their own slaughter- 


ing. 


"It's a little rough and ready 


the way we do it here," Glenda 
said. "You wouldn't want to eat 
a steak after seeing how we 


butcher"it." When the chores 
are done, Glcndu occupies her- 
self 
with 
correspondence' 


courses in wool 'grading and 
short story \yriting. 


Albion Downs, like many out- 


back stations, has a small, 
Aboriginal population. About 20 
of Australia's indigenous people 
live in tents and patchwork me-' 
tal shacks out by the big barn. 
The station doesn't employ 
them but lets them live there at 
no cost. 


They survive on government 


unemployment checks, 
and 


send their children to a one- 
room school on the place run by 
a stale teacher sent up from 
•Perth. 
. 
.,..;. 


"There's nothing for the na- 


tives to do here, really," said 
John Howard, 28, in overalls 
arid scuffing the red dust oul- 
side the barn.. "We look after 
them a bit, but they don't want 
much from us. It's a pity there 
is no bctler life for them." 


Albion Downs stalion consists 


of several 
wooden I houses, 


windmills, that pull up water, 
from below the ground, an elec- 
tric generator, and outbuildings. 
A radio mast juls into the sky to 
pull in the one radio sation the 
Howards can hear.

demonstrate the commercial 
feasibility 
of

resources. 


Ford, addressing a meeting of 


construction union members in 
San Francisco, announced Mon- 
day his intention to seek 
congressional approval for the 
establishment of an "Energy 
Independence Authority." 


Ford said "it is designed to 


achieve what many regard as 
impossible — energy indepen- 
dence by 1985," and then go out 
of business automatically after 
10 years of operation. 


Zarb said, however, that the 


proposed authority would make 
long-term energy investment 
commitments during its 10 
jears and the government's ac- 
tual financial participation in 


projects would extend much 
longer than that. 
x 


Zarb said the aim would be lo 


bring into reality worthy new 
energy resources which would 
not otherwise be' developed 
either because the business risk 
is too great or because the 
capital requirements are too 
large for normal private invest- 
ment. 


He said the government would 


aim to get back its investments 
plus interest at prevailing com- 
mercial rates, but not to make a 
profit on its investments. 


What the public would get out 


of its investments, would be the 
rapid development 
of new 


domestic energy sources that 
would end the nation's depen- 
dence on foreign oil, Zarb said. 


Ford mentioned, as possible 


candidates for federal pump- 
priming, 
such 
costly , or 


experimental energy sources 'as 
coal liquidation and gasifica- 
tion, shale oil, nuclear power 
plants, gcothcrmal energy and 
solar power.

fault laws cannot be called to- 
tally adequate in tcrins of 
benefit levels and limits on 
lawsuits. 


These; 16 laws'do put some 


restriction, on access to "pain 
• 


and suffering" damages so 
popular in many lawsuits (while 
none takes&way your right-to a 
.day in court). Most of the 16 
allow suits for pain and sliffcr- 
ing only when medical bills 
reach a certain dollar level (the 
threshold). The Michigan law 
has no threshold but limits stills 
to cases of."scrious" injury.

Why hasn't the concept .been 
embraced across the nation in

answer to this question is: 


Opposition from one major 


source — the personal liability 


And since the liability bar is 


heavily represented in the 
various 'state legislatures and 
no-fault strikes at the core of 
many lawyers' livelihoods (auto 
accident injury lawsuits), the 
lawmakers themselves have 
consistently attacked the con- 
cept and repeatedly been suc- 
cessful cither in blocking en- 
tirely'or substantially watering 
down no-fault bills in their own 
legislatures. 


Unless those deeply in favor of 


no-fault become fully aware of 
what is at stake and take strong 
countenncasures to the per- 
sonal liability lawyers' tactics, 
there is absolutely no reason to 
believe the lawyers will be less 
successful in the future than in 
the past. 


The concept of no-fault auto' 


insurance was introduced as far 
back as the 1930s — a full 40- 
plus years ago. The reform has 
been a major issue for thc^past 
10 years — ever since law 
professors Robert Kcetori and 
Jeffrey O'Conncll, in a 19«5 
book, outlined the inequities in 
the fault system for paying auto 
accident damages and called for 
an overhaul.

National Guard Draws 'Battle' Plan 


LANSING,' Mich. (AP) — Military strategists at Camp Grayling 


are planning how to lure the federally protected Kirtland's 
Warbler away' from the camp's central tank range. But they're 
giving themselves 10 years to do it — and realize all their plans 
may fail. Basically, they're following a policy of containment. 
They hope to isolate the tiny birds in a six-square-mile stand of 
jackpines, the scraggly-trees in which the birds live. But the birds 
prefer jackpine that are seven to 15 years old, and move on to other 
habitats when the trees are too old. 


According to National Guard Bng. Gen. Floyd W. Radike, the 


Guard, working with Department of Natural Resources officials, 


will eliminate other jackpines on the 13U,UOU-acre camp that might 
be attractive to the birds. Officials will then develop jackpine 
stands on adjacent state forests that, in years to come, will be 
more attractive to the Warblers than Camp Grayling's stands, 
Radike said. "But I have no insight into warbler psychology so I 
can't guarantee that that'll work," Radike said. Camp Grayling . 
officials have, however, convinced guardsmen from neighboring 
states that they can maneuver their tanks around the birds. The 
Indiana National Guard threatened to hold next summer's training 
at Camp McCoy in Wisconsin, but eventually agreed to return to' 
Camp Grayling after the DNR reduced the restricted area by 1,000
